CHANGE FOR WORSE 
CAME LATE SUNDAY 


In Flower-Filled Room of 
Natchez Hospital, Flyer 
Bravely Fights for Life 


Befofe Eternal ‘Hop-Off.’ 


Natchez, Miss., March 27.—The 
condition of Lieutenant W. D. Co- 
ney, who was injured when his air- 
plane crashed into a tree near Mon- 
roe, Ja., early Friday morning, 
shows a decided change for the 
worse, according to statemems of 
his physicians late this afternoon. 

According to a bulletin issued by 
his physicians the lieutenant’s tem- 
perature is 103 1-2, with embarrass- 
ment of respiration. An indication 
of pneumonia has also been noted. 
His physicians now hold but little 
hope for his recovery, although 
they state there is a very slight 
chance that he will recover. 

Mrs. E, F. Coney, his mother, of 
Mrs. W. H. DeVoe, 
an aunt, of Jacksonville, Fla., and 
i. F. Coney, a brother, of Bruns- 
wick, Ga., arrive@ here shortly be- 
fore noon today. Lieutenant Co- 
ney was conscious when his rela- 
tives arrived and greeted them 
cheerfully. His mother-te almost 
prostrated, but is bearing up brave- 
ly. 

At the request of the Natchez 
chapter of. War Mothers, special 
prayers for the recovery of the in- 
jured flier were offered at all the 
jocal churches this morning. The 
lieutenant’s room at the hospital 
is being kept filled with fresh 
‘flowers. brought in by Natchez peo- 
ple, who are taking great interest 
in his condition, and who have of- 
fered every assistance to the flier 
and his relatives. 

A special committee from the lo- 
cal American Legion post met Lieu- 
tenant Coney’s relatives at the sta- 
tion on their arrival today and car- 
ried them to the hospital where the 
lieutenant was anxiously awaiting 
their arrival. 

Mother Opposed Flight. 

E. F. Coney, brother of the lieu- 
tenant, stated tonight that his 
mother had tried to persuade the 
flyer not to try for another record 
on the return flight to the Pacific 


- goast, pleading that as he already 


had set up a record he should let 
it stand. This was the first time 
his mother had ever offered any 
objection to his flying, the brother 
continued, 

Although still conscious and 
cheerful, early tonight Lieutenant 
Coney’s physicians. announced that 
he was growing Perceptibly weak- 
er. The physicians have not en- 
tirely given up hope for his re- 
covery, however. 


TURKS FILE PROTES! 
AGAINST GREEK MOVE 


Note to Allies Puts Whole 
Blame on the Athens 
Regime. 


Athens, March 27.—The Turkish 
government at Canstantinople has 
dispatched a note to the entente 
protesting against the Greek of- 
fensive, launched last week, and 
placin. the entire blame for the 
new complications upon the Athens 
regime. 

News from the fighting front in- 
dicates that the Greek advance is 
continuing, and it is reported that 
the Turkish nationalists have be- 
gun a hurried retreat along its cen- 
ter, in order to evade the Greek 
encircling movement, now well un- 
der way. 

According to the latest Athens 
communique, the Hellenic attack is 
continuing successfully south of 
Uschak, where the Kemalists were 
routed and pursued eastward by @ 
strong Greek force. Near the heights 
of Touloubounnar 300 prisoners 
were captured, together with con- 
siderable war material and booty. 
To the northward, the Greeks have 
extended their lines to Bazardjik 
and Yenikios. 

According to reports from Con- 
stantinople the Turkish govern- 
ment is becoming nervous over the 
situation, and it is proposed to 
ng the Porte’s archives to

VIVIANI TO ARRIVE 
DURING PRESENT WEEK 


Will Probably Go Into 
Financial, Economic and 
Political Subjects While 
Here.

Washington, March 27.—With the 
arrival here this week of former 
Premier Rene Viviani on a special 
mission of courtesy from the French 
government, the first step will have 
been taken toward establishing 
Washington as the _ international 
peace center of the world. 

Viviani’s coming is to be follow- 
ed by a British and Japanese dele- 
gation and sooner or later, it is be- 
lieved in official quarters here, con- 
claves to discuss the following 
problems will give Washington the 
aspect of Paris during the peace 
conference: 

An international gathering call- 
ed to discuss the subject of dis- 
armament. 

Formal conferences deSigned to 
establish the United States in an 
association of nations. 

Individual, if not collective, con- 
ferences between the United States 
and the associated powers on the 
subject of paying off the loans ex- 
tended by this country during the 
war. 

To. Extend Respects. 

The Viviani missfon, while. offi- 
cially one of extending the respects 
of the French government to the 
new administration, is to linger in 
this country at least three weeks. 
Obviously it would not require that 
much time to formally extend re- 
spects. It will go into financial, 
economic and ~political subjects 
with this government. 

The British mission, officially, is 
held to be principally financial, but

KILLING OF DORSEY 
DENIED BY GWINN 


Admits That He Has Mis- 


treated His Wife, But 


Promises to Do Better 
in the Future. 


R. A. Gwinn, now under arrest in 
connection with the murder of 
Charles Dorsey, taxi driver, whose 
body was found on the, morning of 
March 1 in the front seat of his ma- 
chine on the South Boulevard road, 
near the federal prison, Sunday aft- 
ernoon denied any knowledge of the 
killing. He stated he only knew 
Dorsey casually. 

Roy Clark, being held without 
bond as a material witness, stated 
he was with Gwinn on the night 
Dorsey was killed, but that if 
Gwinn had. any part in it, he knew 
nothing of it. He stated that he and 
Gwinn engaged in a pool game in a 
downtown billiard parlor that night; 
that Gwinn left him about 8:30 or 
9 o'clock, and that he did not know 
where he went after that time. 

Catherine Rowe, 24 years oid, of 
56 Garnett street, also being held 
as a witness in the case, said she 
knew nothing whatever of the mur- 
der, except what she read in the 
papers and heard said upon the 
streets and about the house the next 
day. She said that she was not with 
Gwinn that night, but was with an- 
other friend whom she _ called 
“Bush,” 

Grilled by Solicitor. 


Miss Rowe and Clark were taken 
to the solicitor-general’s office Sun- 
day afternoon and subjected to a 
separate examination and severe 
grilling by Officer Stegall, County 
Policemen Jordan and Baker, and 
Plennie Miner, special investigator 
for Solicitor Boykin. Just what was 
deyeloped could not be learned from 
the officers Sunday afternoon. 

In denying ahy connection with 
the killing of Dorsey, Gwinn admit- 
ted that he had shamefully neglect- 
ed his wife and little six-months-old 
baby boy, which, he said, was caus- 
ed by his infatuation for another 
woman. He stated he had prac- 

cally abandoned his family, and 
hat he knew he-had done wrong, 
but just as soon as he had gotten 
out of this trouble he intended to

However, Mrs. E. A. Williams, of 
54 West Georgia avenue, mother of 
Mrs. Momand, stated that she had 
been tod the accident was due to 
a collision between the auto in 
which her daughter was riding and 
another car. 

Mr. and Mrs, Momand and their 
daughters were en route to Atlanta 
at the time of the accident, and 
the car with which they collided 
is said to have been going towards 
Macon. According to the informa- 
tion furnished Mrs. Williams, the 


one in which Momand and family 
were riding, did not stop after the 
acctdent, but sped on its way. i 

Mr. Momand was formerly em- 
ployed by the Georgia Railway and 
Power company nd the family 
lived with Mrs. mand’s mother 
on Walker street.

WILL NAME €OMMITTEE 
TO CONDUCT INQUIRY 


Legion Has Been Active 
in Demand for Improve- 
ment in Service—To Sift 
Numerous Complaints. 


“Washington, March 27.—President 
Harding decided today to have an 
exhaustive investigation made of 
the manner in which the govern- 
ment is caring for disabied war 
veterans. Within a few days, it 
was announced at the white Aouse, 
he will select a special committee 
to conduct the inquiry. 

The president, it was said, is 
determingd to lay the whole situ- 
ation frankly before congress and 
the country for the purpose of cor- 
recting any’ abuses that may have 
developed. The investigators will 
be i.structed to recommend iégis- 
lation that in their. opinion may be 
necessary to remedy the situation. 

Decision to inaugurate an inquiry 
was reaehed by the president after 
he had conferred today with Charlies 
G. Dawes, Chicago, who served in 
France as a brigadier general in 
charge of the division of procure- 
ment of supplies; F. W. Galbraith, 
ngtidnal comman of the Ameri- 
can Legien: Thomas W. Miller, alien 
property custodian and a former 
overseas officer; Assistant Secre- 
tary Roosevelt, of the navy de- 
partment, and his personal phy- 
sician, Brigadier Genera] C. E. Saw- 
yer, who is conducting a survey of 
the government’s public weltare 
agen:

SEE RUSSIAN HAND 
IN GERMAN REVOLI 


Berlin Spokesman Sees 


Effort to Sovietize Ger- | 


many—Police Overcom- 
ing Communists. 


Berlin, March 27.—The communist 
outbreak in the 
central Germany, and the concerted 
attempt by the German bolshevists 


to provoke a genera! strike through- 
out the country are viewed by the 
government as unmistakable symp- 
toms of a determined and systematic 
plot, the inspiration of which is di- 
rectly traceable to .Moscow and 
whose single purpose is the estab- 
lishrhenmt of a German soviet repub- 
lic, a government spokesman de- 
clared today. 

With regard to the evidence, the 
government could adduce to support 
its declared convictions, Herr Sever- 
ing, Prussian minister of the in- 
terior, said: 

“We base our belief on unim- 
peachable circumstantial evidence 
in our possession and also point 
to the public utterances of 
accredited communistic leaders here 
and elsewhere, who openly desig-

Solicitor Campbell Denies 
That There Is Anything 
Illegal in His Connec- 
tion With Williams. 


LARGE CROWD SEES 
BODIES RECOVERED 


Negroes Came to Death 


at Hands of Manning, 
With Williams as Acces- 


sory, Says Coroner’s Jury.

Monticello, Ga., March 27.—(Spe- 

cial.)\—With the discovery of two 
more badly decomposed negro 
bodies in the Alcovy river Sunday, 
and the final burial of all eight 
corpses, six of which were found 
Saturday near the home of John 
Williams, fifteen miles from here, 
another chapter in the most hor- 
rible murder case in Georgia's his- 
tory -as ended and a new one be- 
gun in the pledge of co-operation by 


impartial and rigid investigation of 
the matter. “e 

This attitude of county authori- 
ties was evidenced in. statements 
given The Constitution by Solicitor 
Doyle Campbell and Judge J. B. 
Park, of the Ocmulgee circuit, and 
Sheriff W. F. Persons to the ef- 
fect their co-operation has been ex- 
tended state and federal! officials 
since the investigation was first 
started, and that existing condi- 
tions in this ‘ county have been 
“grossly exaggerated.” ; 


Verdict of Jury. 

After the last two bodies had been 
found, bringing the total killed by 
Manning and Willlams, according -to 
the negro’s charge, to eleven discov- 
ered in thirty days, e coroners 
jury returned a verdict to the ef- 
fect the eight negroes, found Satur- 
day and SBunday, came to their death 
at the hands of Manning, with Wil- 
liams as an accomplice. Following 
this action the bodies were interred 
in the Jasper county pauper farm 
cemetery. 

In connection with the verdict 
against Williams, it was learned 
that the three Williams boys—Ju- 
lius, Huland and Marvin—had not 
been arrested, as reported last night, 
although warrants for their arrest 
were in the hands of federal agents.’ 
yovernor Hugh M-; Dorsey, however, 
declared during a telephone conver- 
Sation tomight that warrants charg- 
ing the boys with murder had been 
issued and would be served Monday 
by the sheriff of Jasper county. 

Statement by Campbell. 

Not only did Solicitor Campbell 
deny that there was anything im- 
Proper or illegal in His business re 
lations with Williams, who is held 
in the Fulton County Tower un- 
der an indictment for the murder, 
but he declared that when federal 
officials interviewed him a number 
of weeks ago, when they started 
their probe of peonage conditions in 
this circyit, he informed them the 
farmer was in debt to him and that 
he was willing to aid them in every 
possible manner. 

He declared that he had asked 
Governor Dorsey to send Attorney- 
General R. A. Denny to Monticello 
tu assist in the proscution of the in- 
| vestigation, and in his letter making 
this request he had outlined his po- 
sition, stating that he was willing 
to aid state and federal:officials.-

The onlookers were horri- 
fied over the gruesome sight of the 
body of Charlie Chisholm tying in 
shallow water near the bank, where 
it had been left\by the deputies for 


the coroner’s inquest. 

Two boats with four men dredged 
for the two missing bodies, circling 
the surface of the river just under 
the bridge, where Manning declared 
they had been thrown by “me, ‘Mr. 
Johnny’ and Charlie Chisholm.” For 
five hours they searched in vain, 
but at noon one of the hooks caught 
on an obstacle and, after much ef- 
fort, it was towed to the bank. 

The people ran from the bridge to 
aid the searchers, all crowding 
along the bank until it became 
necessary to have them moved 
away. Then the drédge was slowly 
hauled in by the deputies, and from 
the yellow water came a heap—the 
nin. tee of two men bound Legether 
with chains and wife, and so =e 
ed identification was impossible. 
The crowd gathered around . the 
bodies, some of the men peering 
over the shoulders of others’ and 
almost fighting for a postition. 


Are Left in Stream. 


These bodies—which are those of 
“Little Bit’ and John Brown, ac- 
cording to Manning’s confession— 
were left in the stream, while Coro- 
ner Thad Cheek, of Jasper county, 
and-his jury held the inquest. 

From Walter’s bridge, the coro- 
nef’s jury, Sheriff Johnson, Sheriff 
Persons and a crowd went to the 
pasture a quarter of a mile from 
the home of Williams, where the 
bodies of Johnny Greene, Johnny 
Williams and Willie. Givens were 
found yesterdav and held another 
inquest. When this was finished, 
they then went to the Campbell 
place, also owned by Williams, 
where the same procédure took 
place over the bodies of “Big’’ John 
and Fletcher Smith, 

The shallow grave of Smith is on 
a high hill, from which one, stand- 
ine in Jasper county, views many 
miles of the Alcovy river and sec- 
tions of Newton and Butts coun- 
ties. As the inquest was being 
held, County Warden Ely Leverette, 
of Jasper, coul€ be seen with two 
convicts, coming from the pasture 
with bodies heaped on a wagon. 

After all the corpses had been 
gathered by the warden they were 
carried to the Jasper county pauper 
farm and there placed in pine cof- 
fins. With practically no ceremony, 
they were lowered into the ground. 
Despite the fact, two of the bodies 
were found in *the Newton county 
section, Jasper officials insisted on 
takine charge of the bodies and 
bearing burial expenses. The coro- 
ner’s jury reached its verdict im- 
mediately after arriving in Monti- 
cello from the “death farm.” 

Dug His Own Grave. 

Conducting the inquest by num- 
bers the jury found that John Wil- 
liams, number one, came to his 
death by being struck.on the head 
with an axe by Manning, after he 
had dug his own grave. The same 
verdict was returned in the case 6f 
number two, Johnny Greene. In 
the case of number three, Willie 
Givens, the jurv held that Chisholm 
did the killing. 

In number four and five, Fletcher 


Smith and “Big” John, Manning 
again was held responsible. 
In the cases of numbers seven 
and eight, “Little Bit’ and John 
Brown, the jury held that the ne- 
groes, Manning and Chisholm, and 
John Williams, the plantation 
owner, were responsible. 
The verdict for number six— 
Charley Chisholm—read “We, the 
jury, find that Charley Chishokm 
met his death at the hands of Clyde 
Manning and John S. Wiliams. ~ 


Branded As Lie. 


DEVELOPMENTS IN PEONAGE CASE. 

The most important developments in the Jasper county peonage 
and murder case Sunday are briefly summarized as follows: 

The bodies of John Brown and “Little Bit,” bound together and 
weighted with a heavy iron wheel, were found in the Alcovy river 
at noon Sunday. The total number of corpses discovered on and 
near .the John Williams plantation Saturday and Sunday is now 
eight, bringing the total for the month to eleven. 

The eight bodies were interred at the Jasper county pauper’s 
farm, and the coroner’s jury returned a verdict to the effect that 
the negroes came to their death at the hands of Clyde Manning, the 
; negro who confessed and led authorities to the grave, with Williams 
as an accessory. 

Solicitor Doyle Campbell, of the Ocmulgee circuit, requested 
Governor Dorsey to send Attorney-Genera] R. A. Denny. to Monti- 
cello to aid in the prosecution of the investigation, and issued a 
statement denying anything improper or illegal in his business rela- 
tions with Williams. , 

Judge J. B. Park @nnounced he would call a special term of 
the Jasper county superior court and grand jury to make a com- 
plete investigation of conditions in the county, after holding a con- 
ference with the governor Sunday. 

Sheriff B. L. Johnson, of Newton county, announced he would 
request Judge John B. Hutcheson to either.prolong or call an extra 


session of the Newton county superior court. 

Governor Dorsey declared that the three Williams boys would 
be arrested, warrants charging them with murder having been 
issued. 

A note signed by a negro warning Will Cook, a white man re- 
siding near Covington, “to look out for the niggers,” was found by 
Cook on his porch Saturday morning. 


Peonage Conditions Given 


As the Cause of Killings

No negroes were killed after the 
first three bodies we.e found in the

is also stated that no murders oc- 
curred after the three Williams 
boys returned home.

Covington, Ga.,. March 27.—(Spe- 

cilal.)—If John S. Williams, promi- 
nent Jasper county farmer, now 
held in the Fulton Tower under 
indictment for murder, killed or 
assisted Clyde Manning in the hom- 
icide of the eleven negroes. found 
on and near the former’s home, 16 
miles from here, what was _ his 
motive? 

This is a question almost every- 
one has asked, and many have at- 
tempted to answer, since the con- 
fession of Manning implicating the 
white planter was made public. 

Williams moved to Jasper county 
from Forsyth twenty-seven years 
ago, and reports following him to 
his new home at this. time indi- 
cated that his residence and other 
buildings on the Monroe county 
plantation had been destroyed by 
fire. Since residing in Jasper, the 
planter has acquired considerable 
property, and is well known 
throughout this section of the state. 
About March 1, according to re- 
liable information, two department 
of justice agents, A. J. Wisner and 
E. S. Chastain, came to Jasper coun- 
ty to investigate alleged peonage 
practices on the Williams farm. 
The owner, however, gave a satis- 
factory explanation. but the author- 
ities found suspicious conditions 


There is still considerable inter- 
est and comment here tonight over 
the finding of a note by Will Cook, 
a farmer residing ten miles from 
Covington, on his porch Saturday 
morning, warning him to watch for 
an attack by the negroes. The note 
was signed by a “nigger friend,” 
and stated that the attack would 
come Saturday night. No trouble 
occurred, but authorities are mak- 
ing an investigation. Federal offi- 
cials will continue their investiga- 
tions during this week of alleged 
peonage conditions in Jasper coun- 
+ 
ty. 


Dave Leverett, one of the Leyv- 
erett brothers whom Williams 
charges “framed up to break his 
neck in the federal] court,” issued.a 
Statement declaring that Willianis’ 
assertion that he had caused Mdn- 
ning to kill the eleven negroes was 
“an absolute lie.” Leverett said, 
however, that the story Williams 
told of trouble between the two 
families over land lines and live- 
stock was true, and asserted that 
he had often been threatened by 
the prisoner ‘“‘to keep his mouth 
shut.” 
In discussing his indictment «in 
the federal court for “kidnapping a 
negro into slavery,” Sheriff Persons 
denied that he was guilty of the 
charges, and was certain he would 
come clear if Placed on trial. 

“It is charged that I issued a 
state warrant ‘without good faith,” 
said the sheriff. “So far as I know, 
such is untrue and I will prove my 
innocence. I am determined to ren- 
der every assistance in bringing the 
guilty parties in this murder case 
to justice, and I am insisting that 
a special term of court be called, 
I shal! add my request that the at- 
torney-general be sent here to aid 
in the prosecution.”

Americans Abroad 
Differ in Views 
_ On Russian Trade 


Reports From Helsingfors 
and Stockholm Widely 
Divergent. 


Helsingfors, March 27.—Extreme- 
ly conflicting Views are expressed 
by Americans both here and in 
Stockholm who have been long 
watching the Russian situation at 
close rang@e, regarding the possi- 
bility of any extensive trade at 


present with soviet Russia. 

Among some of these observers 
the view is expressed that there are 
huge potentialities’ in Russian 
trade. Others take quite the con- 
trary view. 

It is pointed out by many Ameri- 
cans of the latter opinion, includ- 
ing representatives of large banks 
and general importing and agricul- 
tural machinery concerns that the 
sale of gold by Russia to the Swed- 
ish banks has rolled up a compara- 
tively large credit balance for im- 
mediate purchases of good, agricul- 
tural maehinery and transportation 
equipment. When this balance is 
exhousted, however, these Ameri- 
cans declare they can see only flax 
and lumber, with possibly some 
leather and platinum, as commodi- 
ties which will be available for ex- 
port from Russia for several years 
to come. 

One general importer who Is par- 
ticularly interested in flax said the 
United States would have very lit- 
tle chance to obtain any of the 
present supply, which is small, as 
it already had been largely pre- 
empted by the British.

RAID SINN FEIN 
PROPAGANDA NESI 


Dublin, March 27.—The headquar- 
ters of the Sinn Fein propaganda de- 


partment, at 11 Molesworth street, 
was raided last night by police 
auxiliaries, who effected what was 
officially described as the largest 
capture of seditious literature yet 
made in Ireland. Several tons of 
files, books and other documentaty 
matter were removed. 
The office equipment of the head- 
quarters was most elaborate. The 
department had numerous divisions, 
one of which dealt with propagan- 
da in foreign countries, including 
Italy, France and Spain, according 
to the official reports of the raid. 
Files of letters, addresséd to Sinn 
Fein agents and others in that coun- 
try were seized. All the leading 
British newspapers were on file at 
the department, and scoreg of vo!- 
umes of clippings and cifecular let- 
ters addressed to members of the 
house of commons also were seized. 
Among the documents taken, it 
was announced, was the latest de- 
cree of the Irish republican parlia- 
ment proclaiming the boycott upon 
British agricultural machinery. 
The Irish Bulletin was issued 
from this office, but its re-appear- 
ance elsewhere is expected. None of 
the members of the staff was found 
on the premises. 


Munitions Smuggled. * 


Reports made to the authorities 
in connection with the capture of 
the large quantity of arms and am- 
munition found by government 
forces in Dublin last Friday show 
that the munitions were landed on 
the coast of Kerry in fish barrels 
a few days previously. They were 
then sent to Sligo by train and 
motor cars, reaching Sligo Tuesday 
night and arriving in Dublin the 
next morning. The bombs and 
shells were packed in boxes and ad- 
dressed to an English firm, well 
known bicycle manufacturers ‘!n St, 
Stephens green. 

This firm, it is explained, had no 
knowledge of the shipment.and the 
goods never reached it, being in- 
tercepted, according to officials, by 
Sinn Fein agents and taken to the 
stables in Mountjoy square, where 
the materials were discovered. | 

The munitions, it is declared, were 
intended for use in connection with 
a plan to ambush the crown forces 
on their way to relieve the guard 
at the Mountjoy jail Easter Monday 
and if this proved successful, it 
was intended, the authorities de- 
clare, to attack the prison in the 
hope,of rescuing the Sinn Feln pris- 
oners. 


Mine Is Found. 


A well laid mine containing sev- 
eral hundred pounds of explosives 
and fuses was discovered by auxi- 
liaries in County Kilkenny recently, 
according to information from offi- 
cial quarters today. The mine.

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BURNED IN TOKIO 


Conflagration Threatens 
Destruction of Entire 
Japanese Capital—Loss 
Above Twelve Million 


Tokio, Mareh 27.—The whole city 
of Tokio was imperiled last night 
by the greatest fire with which it 
has been Visited In a decade. The 
conflagration destroyed a thousand 
houses in the Yotsuya district, in 
the northwestern part of the city, 
involving a loss estimated at 25,- 
000,000 yen (normally about $12,- 
500,000). Thousands of persons 
were made homeless, and 133 per- 
sons were injured. The burned 
buildings included three hospitals, 
a bank and several large business 
houses, 

For four hours during the night 
a violent, biting wind drove the 
flames in the direction of the heart 
of the city, causing a panic among 
the population over a wide area, 
Four thousand troops aided the 
firemen in combating the blaze, but 
it was only when the force of the 
wind let down notably that their 
efforts to control the fire were re- 
warded with success. 

Scenes of terror were witnessed 
in many sections as the course of 
the flames threatened widespread 
destruction. The streets were chok- 
ed with masses of despairing refu- 
gees from the districts already 
stricken, accompanied by carts 


loaded with furniture, the con- 
fusion being added to by the flock- 
ing of sightseers from other sec- 
tions. Many of the  half-frozen 
fugitives fleeing from the flames 
bore infants strapped to. their 
backs. Mounted police had great 
difficulty in restraining incipient 
panics. As a measure of relief, the 
imperial gardens were opened to 
the sufferers. 

The fire burned so fiercely and 
with such intense brightness that 
the skies were illumined by a fiery 
halo which was visible for hundreds 
of miles as it hung over the city. 
The diet, which was in session when 
the blaze started, adjourned when 
its threatening nature was reported.

‘Not Much Liquor 
Will Be Returned 
Under New Ruling 


Kramer Says Only Small 
Amounts Seized Under 
Revenue Laws. 


: 


Washington, March 27.—Little 
liquor will have to be returned to 
owners as a result of a recent rul- 
ing of the United States circuit 
court in South Carolina, that the 
Volstead act superseded the internal | 
revenue laws, insofar as they ap- 
ply to intoxicating liquors, Prohi- 
bition Commissioner Kramer said 
tonight. The assertion was made 
in cOmmenting upn the action in 
New York yesterday of the federal 
officials in halting a raid on the 
ground that the ruling made seiz- 
ures under the revenue laws il- 
legal. 

The great bulk of the liquor 
seized by the government, Commis- 
sioner Kramer declared, was taken 
under the Volstead act, while being 
transported illegally, and this liquor 
would, of course, be unaffected by 
the new interpretation of the law. 
He added that he did not know how 
much liquor may have been seized 
in various parts of the country un- 
der the revenue laws, but expressed 
the belief that it was not a con- 
siderable quantity in comparison 
with the total amount seized since 
prohibition: became a law. 

Return of some liquor would 
probably be necessary where it had 
been seized under the revenue laws, 


Mr. Kramer asserted, adding that 
while some of it may have been 
destroyed, a large quantity is still 
awaiting determination of their 
status by the courts. 

Mr. Kramer said he did not be- 
lieve the South Carolina ruling 
would greatly interfere with prohi- 
bitaion enforcement. At present, 
he said, very little real liquor is 
being taken by federal agents in 
raids, Most of the legal liquors 
seized, he explained, were imitation 
concoctions transported by boot- 
leggers for sale as old established 
brands of liquors.

Fighting on Two Fronts. 
Grows in Intensity, Says 
Constinople--Greeks Ad- 
vance Eight Miles. 


Constantinople, March 27.—Fight- 
ing along the Brussa and Smyrna 
fronts is growing in intensity as the 
Greek offensive against the Turkish 
nationalists develops.

'added to the blackness, Dr. Dixon 


said that he was forty minutes one 
night traversing two blocks to his 
home and was able to find his way 
then only by feeling along the 
walls. 

Seek Protection. 

The Metropolitan tabernacle, Dr. 
Dixon’s church, was strongly built 
and was reinforced with sand bags. 
The city council advertised it as a 
safe place at the time of raids. The 
result was that whenever the alarm 
was sounded announcing the ap- 
proach of the German air fleets, 
hundreds sought the protection of- 
fered by the underground room of 
the church. 

In that dimly lighted auditorium, 
with bombs crashing outside, Dr. 
Dixon held the most remarkable re- 
vival services of his career. Scores 
who came there merely seeking 
safety went away converted. For 
more than two years these services 
were continued, and the number of 
converts ran into the hundreds. 

Dr. Dixon said that if he were 
preaching when the bombs began 
exploding in the streets and their 


shrapnel to crash overhead he 


lacking in principle that welds the 
elements into cohesion. “He was a 
Peter Pan,” he declared; “the man 
who was always a boy and never 
grew up. But Jesus made him a 
man—made him a rock that people 
could build on.’’

He had 
not fully recognized the priest in 
the Messiah at this time. Hope had 
discovered the king, but not the 
Messiah. 

Dr. Morgan then dwelt on the res- 
urrection of Christ and closed his 
discourse with reference to he 
chapter of Revelations and the 
warning that we are not done with 
wars yet, that Armageddon has not 
yet come. 

This morning at 11 o’clock Dr. 
Morgan will speak again. At 2 
o'clock this afternoon Dr. Morris 
Reuben will speak. At 3 o'clock 
Dr. A. C. Dixon will deliver an ad- 
dress, and tonight at 7:30 o’clock 
Dr. Morgan will occupy the pulpit 
again. 

Tuesday’s schedule of addresses 
will be the same as today. 

Dr. Dixon announced Sunday night 
that his subject for this afternoon 
will be “The Second Goming of 
Christ.” Tuesday afternoon he will 
speak on “World Movements in the 
Light of the Bible.”’: In this address 
he stated that he would talk some 
about evolution, spiritualism and 
Christian science.

The sale of reservations on that 
basis will open one week from to- 
day, and from al] indications the 
demand will be unusually heavy.

MORE WOOL NEEDED. 

The New York Herald recently 
published a letter from a Pennsyl- 
yania reader appealing to the 
country to produce more wool and 
zive the shoddy mills a rest. 

Advice of this sort is particular- 
ly commendable to the farmers of 
the south, whose cotton is a drug 
on the market, and whose tremen- 
dous acreage of idle land affords 
ample and ideal grazing ground 
for sheep. 

“Our great country,” says this 
Pennsylvania correspondent— 
“has the land to raise sheep, has 
the market to sell wool. We should 
keep hundreds of millions of sheep, 
we should have the golden hoof 
that makes rich land. 

“T saw ona recent trip in three 
states thousands of acres of sheep 
pastures without a tenant. 

“Have we as a people abandoned 
the soil? Must we wear shoddy 
and give the sheep to the dogs?” 

Wool is adaptable to certain 
purposes in common with cotton, 
notably clothing, and because of 
its scarcity woolen wearing appar- 
el is inordinately high, while cot- 
ton is quoted at prices that do not 
cover the bare cost of production. 

If the farmers of the south,‘then, 
would produce more sheep—“the 
golden hoof that makes rich 
land” — together with more hogs 
and cattle, and feed crops for live- 
stock, and correspondingly reduce 
their cotton production, they, the 
south and the country would be 
better off all round. 

They would be insured a fair 
price for their cotton; their wool 
crop could be turned into momey 
at any time, and there will always 
be a demand for mutton and 
pork and beef so long as the rank 
and file of mankind remains non- 
vegetarian. 

There is no state in the union 
that can surpass Georgia in point 
of advantages for sheep raising, 
and few can equal it. 

We have here every requisite 
for the successful growing of those 
dual purpose animals, and only 
one drawback: The lack of law 
to control the menace of the 
predatory dog. 

Give Georgia a dog-contro] law, 
and the chances are that within a 
very few years it would assume its 
rightful place at the top of the list 
of wool-producing states, for there 
is no natural reason why Georgia 
should not excel in wool, as well 


}as in cotton, production. *

Thinks Deflation 
Program Cause of 
Our Cotton Trouble 


Editor Constitution: In summing 
up the 1920 cotton crop, the out- 
standing features of the situation 
are: A crop of only a little over 
13,000,000 bales, quite a lot of 
which is of very poor. grade, and 
not spinnable on account of weath- 
er damages and late picking. 

According to figures furnished 
recently by the cotton merchants of 
New Orleans, exports this season 
are only 600,000 bales behind last 
season, while our American mills 
have taken 2,000,000 bales less than 
last season, whieh confirms my 
contention all along that it was 
a question of bad management of 
financing in our country, rather 
than overproduction of cotton. 

Under the Wilson, Houston, Fed- 
eral reserve board deflation pro- 
gram it was not a matter of the 
size of the crop at all, as the same 
tactics applied to a smaller crop 
would have produced practically the 
same results, for when money is 
cut off suddenly from the chan- 
nels of commerce and trade, as 
was done by the recent deflation 
crime against the farmers, business 
paralysis had to occur just as 
would happen to a normal man, if 
a proportionate amount of his life 
blood were to be suddenly taken 
from him. 

If the administration were going 
to deflate commodity prices arbi- 
trarily, which I insist was a crime, 
then why in the name of humanity 
was it not done in the spring of 
the year, before the farmers had 
pitched his crop based on the high 
cost of supplies and wages. 


The Federal reserve act created 
by congress, nowhere says that the 


board shall inflate or deflate prices 
of anything, but to govern the 
bank according to law. 


The law of supply and demand 
should always govern matters of 


this kind, except for the presump-| 


tuous, bigoted and unwarranted 
meddling as we have recently wit- 
nessed. 


Thousands are 
submitting to the inevitable, and 


quietly handing over cotton, live 
stock and other products at from 
25 to 50 per cent of the cost of 
production, it is not the individual 
farmer who is to blame for this 
state of affairs, but the system un- 
der which he tries to operate. 


A great many plans for relieving 
the situation and insuring future 
prosperity have been suggested, 


among them my own plan which I 
called the “GEORGIA-CAROLINA 
plan;’’ to issue certificates or com- 
modity bonds against cotton or 
other farm products, in storage 
during the harvest time when prices 
usually fall below cost of produc- 
tion, since I am the author of one 
of the many plans suggested I may 
be justified in saying that no one 
of the plans suggested is within 
itself perfact. If the Federal re- 
serve bank had functioned as it was 
supposed to do, and as its friends 
represented it would do, we should 
never have been the victim of the 
disastrous panic, through which we 
are now passing. 

Personally [ think the late la- 
mented administration is more to 
blame than the Federal reserve 


bank itself. If we had not had a 
Federal reserve system at all, and 
if the recent declines in prices. had 
to come, as some people inssist, 
then under our former Wall street 
banking system, when the situation 
became acute, the clearing house 
banks all over the country would 
have issued clearing house certifi- 
cates in sufficient volume to have 
relieved the situation. 

The first and best solution is to 
restore the making and the circu- 


lation of money to the government 
and state banks, where it belongs 
and was originally intended to be, 
and cut out both Federal reserve 
and national banks, and protect the 
people from the disastrous results 
which follow the manipulation of 
markets by and for the benefit of 
the money powers, 

Second, if at any time during har- 
vest season the legitimate demand 
will not absorb the offering at a 
fair price above the cost of produc- 
tion, then let the people adopt my 
plan of issuing commodity bonds, 
and use the bonds to exchange for 
merchandise and liquidate debts 
and hold the commodity until it 
is needed. 

Third, adopt the California plan 
of organization and co-operative 
marketing, and with the two above

The farmer in the fall gives his 
local bank or cotton factor with 


his warehougé receipt attached for 
money with which to pay his debts 
and buy necessaries. e makes his 
note due, sa six months after 
date. He thinks he has made a 
time loan, when, as a matter of 
fact, a clause is inserted im the note 
in which the borrower agrees to 
keep the loan margin at the 
discretion of the lender. 

This, in reality, is a demand loan, 
and with a scheme like this the 


bear speculator makes his usual 
and customary drive, and the farm- 
er. after paying his debts and using 
what money left, can not re- 
spond to the repeated and contin- 
uoUs margin calls, and therefore 
falls an easy victim, and his pro- 
duce is sold under force sale. 
This can be remedied if the farm- 
er would borrow say 50 per cent 


only of a fair market value of! 
his commodity, in cash or commod-| 
ity bonds, for a definite term, and 
see to it that no margin clause was 
inserted in the note. 

No other class of people In the 
country are victims of this vicious 
system except the farmer, and the

The Poison Spray. 
Whenever I wanted’to go bare- 
foot or leave off my hat or discard 
my rubbers or sit on the damp 


ground to play or go out when the 
weather was fine for ducks nobody 
said me nay. “He's the only boy

My father has some curious no- 
tions.

With 
this ocurrence of course weather, 
draughts, dampness or exposure to 
cold can have nothing to do. 

I cannot too strongly advise any 
little boy who wishes to remain a 
healthy and therefore a happy lit- 
tle boy and not to become an angel 
just yet, to make it his business 
never to go within reach of play- 
mate or companion who coughs or 
sneezes or runs at the nose.

Recently a manufacturer said to 
me, “Why should I advertise? Il 
have been in business for ceveral 
years and during that time I have 
never seen the necessity of adver- 
tising.”’ 

Of course, there is no law which 
forces a man to advertise, nejther 
is there any law which makes a 
man successful in spite of himself. 
So long as a merchant or a manu- 
facturer is satisfied to do Dusiness 
in a limited way and sell to a re- 
stricted number of consumers, it Is 
oftentimes unnecessary to carry out 


an advertising campaign. 

But if a merchant or a manufac- 
turer wishes to reach as near as 
possible 100 per cent of possible 
consumers he must advertise. The 
man who has a vision of the fu- 
ture, who wishes to develop his 
business until it is one of the domi- 
nating businesses of its kind, must 
adwertise. In obtaining quick dis- 
tribution, in obtaining a greater de- 
mand for a commodity, there is no 
substitute for advertising. 

Short Route to Success, 

No matter how meritorious a 
commodity may be, if the manu- 
facturer depends entirely upon the 
merits of the commodity to incréase 
its s °s, he will have to wait for 
years to build up any great sized 
demand, There is no more impres- 
sive advertising than word of mouth 
advertising—what one buyer of a 
commodity tells his friends in fa- 
vor of the commodity—pbut such ad- 
vertising is essentially a slow proc- 
ess. Paid advertising is the short 
route which makes thousands tell 
about and buy a commodity where 
word of mouth advertising at the 
best only obtains a few purchasers. 

The non-advertised commodity 
naturally meets with strong sales 
resistance, because the commodity 
has not been introduced to the con- 


—_—- 


suming public and the consuming 
public has not been taught to pur- 
chase it. On the other hand, the 
man who advertises his commodity 
has a market alr@ady partly cre- 
ated for his salesmen to close with. 

Some people who should be ad- 
vertisers do not advertise because 
they do not have nation-wide and 
sometimes not even section-wide 
distribution. 

Limited distribution is no reason 
for a business not receiving the 
busincss building force of and 
greater profits which result from 
advertising. 

Even though distribution may be 
“spotted,” that is, selling only in 


widely scattered localities, the force 
of advertising can be put behind 
the business. 

For quick sales there is no bet- 
ter method than newspaper adver- 
tising, and one of the greatest fea- 
tures of newspaper advertising is 
that such advertising can be abso- 
lutely controlled as to the territory 
covered, 

Missing Greatest Means, 

The man who has lIimited or 
“spotted” distribution and who is 
not taking advagbage of newspaper 
advertising is Sing the greatest 
means he has at hand of building up 
his distribution to a point where 
it is nation-wide. 

Limited distribution necessarily 
means a limited business. A lim- 
ited business means a comparative- 
ly high unit of cost of production. 
Nation-wide distribution goes hand 
in hand with quantity productien, 
lowér until cost of production, and 
greater profits, without increased 
selling price. 

No business can stand still. It 
has elther to progress or retrograde. 
Progression means added distribu- 
tion. In its turn, greater distribu- 
tion, if it is to be accomplished at 
. reasonable cost, means advertis- 
ng. 

No matter how limited a distribu- 
tion a commodity has, it can be and 
should be advertised.

GUMPERS ANSWERS 
SOVIET INDORSERS 


Flays Labor Leaders Who 
Criticise His Opposition 
to U. S. Reéognition of 
Russ Government. 


Washington, March 27.—Samuel 
Gompers, president of the American 
Federation of Labor, today de- 
nounced as “unpatriotic Americans” 
those labor leaders who have se- 
verely criticised his refusal] to in- 
dorse the Russian soviet govern- 
ment or to urge its recognition by 
the United States. 

Flat refusal to recede in the 
slightest from his position was ex- 
pressed by Mr. Gompers in a 2,500 
word letter to the central trades 
unions, of Kalamazoo, Mich; Phoe- 
nix, Ariz.; Laramie, Wyo., and other 
similar labor organizations which 


. had adopted resolutions condemn- 


ing the present administration of 
the federation because of its Rus- 
sian stand, as subservient to capi- 
tal and against the best interests 
of the workers. The action of these 
bodies, the letter said, apparently 
was based on conclusions drawn 
from “utter misinformation” of the 
true situation in Russia. 
Scores Misinformation. 

“In the many years I have been 
an official of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor,” the letter said, ‘‘no 
document has been recelved by me 
containing more misinformation or 
conclusions based upon such a lack 
of knowledge. It is true that I have 
read much of the propaganda that 
is being circulated throughout the 
United States in favor of the bol- 
shevik government of Russia, and it 
is true that the letter adopted by 
the Kalamazoo trades and iabor 
council gives voice to that propa- 


ganda. 

“In these days it is past under- 
standing how American citizens 
ean bring themselves to aid and 
comfort a propaganda that has for 
its purpose the destruction of the 
trade labor movement in America 
and the overthrow of our republic.’ 


The letter quoted from numerous 
official announcements of the Rus- 
sian government as to the necessi- 
ty for “militarization of labor” in 
order that “masses of labor should 
be moved about, ordered and sent 
from place to place in the same 
manner as soldiers,” and commented 
on measures which Trotzky had 
taken to force the return to work 
of railroad and bank employees who 
had “Voluntarily” quit their posi- 
tions. 

“Does the Kalamazoo trades and 
jabor council support this program 
for the United States?” Mr. Gom- 
pers inquired. 

Rule of Minority. 

The federation president declared 
that “the communist party in Rus- 
sia—the real rulers of that coun- 
try—numbered less than 10,000 
members.” This was shown, he 
said, by the fact that while each 
member of the party was entitled 
to an allowance of two pounds of 
bread a day, less than 106,000 appli- 
cations for that allowance were 
made to the food commissaire.

to 


outside of munitions, 
he wrote, “and then amounted 
only $40,000,000.” 


No Obstacles Today. 


Trade relations with Russia were 
formally resumed in July, 1920, the 
letter continued, with the remval 
of the embargo, and today “there is 
no obstacle in the way of the Rus- 
sian people dealing with the United 
States as far as the latter is con- 
cerned.”’ 

“Millions of dollars are known to 
have been sent from Russia to the 
United States to pay those who 
circulate bolshevik propaganda,” 
Mr. Gompers said. (‘If those who 
have consciously or unconsciously 
aided in the circulation have failed 
to be rewarded, they have missed 
a great opportunity for gain, for 
their services have been well worth 
financial recognition by Lenine and 
Trotzky. 

“When the people of Russia elect 
a .representative government, the 
American Federation of Labor will 
the first to demand its recogni- 

on.”’ 

It is understood that about sixty 
central labor organizations and in- 
dividual locals have gone on record 
in more or less heated terms as op- 
posing Mr. Gompers’ anti-Russian 
policy. At federation headquarters 
small importance was attached to 
this opposition, which was declared 
to represent only a small percentage 
of the entire membership of the fed- 
eration.

STATEMENT MADE 
BY A.B. & A MIEN 


Strike Will Continue Until 
Arrangements Are Made 
for Return of -Workers 
in Body, They Say. 


Giving out a statement to the ef- 
fact that the brotherhood men will 
stand pat in their present attitude 


of.-remaining away from the service 
of the Atlanta, Birmingham and 
Atlantic railway until satisfactory 
arrangements can be made for them 
to return to work in a body, the 
strikers declared Sunday that the 
United States court has defined 
their rights to strike and to do 
peaceful picketing work, and that 
they are as determined as ever to 
carry the strike to a successful con- 
clusion, 

This statement, given out Sunday 
night by Val Fitzpatrick and J. B. 
Hogsed, leaders of the _ striking 
brotherhoods, also enters into a dis- 
cussion of the recent wreck at 
Oglethorpe, which was said to have 
been caused by some one opening 
the throttle valve of an A., B. & A. 
engine, causing it to run wild and 
crash into a Central of Georgia 
freight train on a crossing. 

The brotherhoods deny that this 
engine was started by any human 
agency, attributing the moving of 
the engine to a leaky valve. They 
present telegrams from the sheriff 
of Macon county, and the editor 
of The Macon County Citizen, of 
Oglethorpe, in support of their con- 
tentions, 

“Overlooked Orders.” 

The brotherhood men also call at- 
tention to a near head-on collision 
on the & <A. railway near 


J Brownston, on March 23, and which 


was prevented, according to the 
brotherhood men, by the fact that 
the track at this point 1s straight 
and permits a long view of t*e line. 
This near wreck, declare tr union 
men, was caused by the train crew 
of a freight train overlooking its 
orders to meet a passenger train at 
Brownston. The men said to have 
been responsible for the near wreck, 
who would have been. discharged 
under ordinary circumstances, it is 
said, for the same kind of offense, 
are still in the employ of the com- 
pany. 

The union chiefs also make the 
charge that the A., B. & A. operating 
officers have departed from the 
scale of wages set by the court, and 
promulgated by the receiver, 
Colonel B. L. Bugg, presenting a 
statement from R. T. Shiver, who 
declares he was offered $50 a day 
to run an electric car between 
Brunswick and Thalman, making 
two round trips a day. ; 

This statement, however, is vig- 
orously denied by W. W. Croxton, 
passenger traffic manager of the 
A., B. & A. company, who said that 
no one has authority to vary from 
the scale of wages set by the court, 
and that positively no official va- 
riations have been made from that 
scale. 

Giving Good Service. 

Mr. Croxton stated that the A., B. 
& A. railway company expects to 
operate trains for the coming week 
about on the same schedules ag ob- 
served during the past week. He 
declares that the road is being op- 
erated as satisfactorily as possible 
under the circumstances and that 
the company is giving a surprising- 
ly good service, al] things con- 
sidered. 

The following telegram was re- 
ceived last night from ‘Talbotton 
giving information of a bulletin 
that is being& posted along the line 
of the B. & A. railway to ex- 
Plain to the present employees of 
the road that they need have no 
fear of being discharged to make 
way for returning strikers: 

The following notice has been 
posted today along the lines of the 
A. B. & A. railway: “To all con- 
cerned, I quote the following from 
Colonel Buge: 

*“*Upon application of the striking 
employees of the A., & A. rail- 
way that they be allowed to return 
to work in a body, in a decision 
returned today by Judges Clayton 
and Sibley, of the United States 
court, they took the position that 
the court would not order the re- 
ceiver to discharge faithful men, 
who were doing satisfactory work, 
and were satisfied with their wages, 
in order to make room for men who 
had abandoned their posts at a time 
when the road needed them most.’ 

(Signed) “R. H. M’KAY, 

“Superintendent.” 
Statement by Men. 


The following statement was is- 
sued by the brotherhoods Sunday 
night: 

“The court action last Saturday 
has not created any change in the 
attitude of the men 4nd women who 
left the service of the A., B. & A. 
railroad. They are just as deter- 
mined as ever to remain out of the 
service until such time as their rep- 
resentativVes shall make satisfactory 
arrangements for them to return to 
work. This can be done by some 
Person authorized to speak for the 
railway meeting the representatives 
of the men and open negotiations 
for the purpose of reaching a mu- 
tua] understanding on all questions 
in dispute. 

“The court last Saturday made 
the rights to both parties to the 
issue quite clear, and according to 
our understanding of the conclu- 
sions reached working people have 
the right to strike and the right to 
lawfully picket—that is, let the 
facts be known, Also the railway 
has the right to employ whom it 
wishes. The former employees will 
respect these rights at al] times, 
and if the railway can operate suc- 
cessfully with incompetent men 
there will be no opposition on the 
part of the former employees, but 
it is needless to say that this can- 
not be done because in a business 
so exacting as railway operation 
where brain and brawn are the 
main requirements, operation can- 
not be successfully conducted by in- 
competent men. This being the case 
it is only a question of time until 
the railway will find it necessary 
to agree to a settlement in order to 
have in its serwice competent and 
efficient employees. The following 
should be sufficient to prove the 
case. 

“A head on collision between a 
freight and passenger train was 
narrowly averted near Brownstown, 
March 23. The freight train crew 
overlooked an order requiring ‘it to 
meet the passenger train at that 
place. Passing Brownstown the 
freight train proceeded a distance 
of about four miles and the pas- 
senger train was seen approaching. 
Fortunately the track was straight, 
affording a clear vision of suffi- 
client distance to permit the trains 
to be stopped. Incidents of this 
kind justify prompt dismissal) but 
reports indicate that men respon- 
Sible are still in the service. 


Wire From Sheriff. 


“Mr. J. O. L, Jolly, sheriff of 
Macon couny, wired us regarding 
the accident at Oglethorpe as fol- 
lows: 

“"I do not believe that anyone 
Started the A., B. & A. engine that 
ran into the Central of orgia 
train here. From the distafice the 
train crew showed me, the crew 
was not more than ten steps from 
the engine at the time it started 
off. All of the crew ran and caught 
the engine, and, being unable to 
Stop the engine, the train crew 
jumped off the A., B. & A. engine 
sixty yards before it hit the Cen- 
tral of Georgia train. I believe the 
engine was started off on account 
of leaky valves and failure of en- 
gineer to properly park his engine 
or tocki le.”

ut ten minutes after the 
wreck at the depot in Oglethorpe, 
Friday, March 25, I went to the de- 
pot and made an investigation my- 
self as to the cause of the wreck. 
To my mind there is absolutely no

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cited and seeing that he could not 
stop its momentum, jum off. 
Further, I know personally every 
employee at Oglethorpe of the A,, 
& A., and I am absolutely satis- 
fied that none of them would 
guilty of such an act of vandalism. 
There is absolutely no reason to 
believe anyone was implicated in 
the starting of the‘wild engine.’ 
“The vandals who are now wreck- 
ing the railway are in its employ. 
“It may also be interesting to 
know that the railway is not adher- 
ing to the wages fixed by the re- 
ceiver, as the following will show: 
“*Personally appeared before me 
R. T. Shiver, who, on oath, deposes 
that on or about the.15th day of 
March he was approached by Mr. 
E. H. Pedney, who offered him the 
sum of $50 per day to run an elec- 
tric car, the property of the A., B 
& A. Railway company, between 
Brunswick and Thalman, Ga., mak- 
ing two round trips per day.’ 
“This simply shows that while 
the A., B. & A. railway cliams it is 
financially unable to pay an en- 
gineer just and reasonable wgeaes 
for operating this car, the railway 
was willing to pay several times a 
just and reasonable wage to get a 
strikebreaker, but even this amount 
would not buy principle.” 


Support for Receiver.

PLAN ASSISTANCE 
IN HOMEBUILDING 


Members of Carpenters’ 
Union Form Association 
for Erection of Low- 
Priced Residences. 


For the avowed purpose of stim- 
ulating the building of low-priced 
homes in Atlanta, and to furnish 
work for hundreds of idle building 
craftsmen now walking the streets, 
members of the local carpenters’ 
union, headed by J. H. Weaver, 
vice president of the Atlanta Build- 
ing tragfl counet, have formed an 
organization, through which they 
propose to erect homes at cost. In 
other words, this organization ex- 
pects to prepare plans, secure ma- 
terials and execute the actual work 
of home building, without fees or 
charges other than those required 
for materials, labor, etc. 

This matter has been under con- 
sideration by a number of the lead- 
ing building trades craftsmen of 
the city for some time, but it was 
not until Sunday morning that def- 
inite action was taken with refer- 
énce to forming an organization to 
put the plans into effect. 

Weaver Explains Plans. 

Recognizing the great unfilled 
demand for homes in Atlanta and 
calling attention to the remarks re- 
cently of Forrest Adair, one of the 
leading realty men of the city, re- 
garding the acute need here for 
homes of low cost, Mr. Weaver, the 
leader of the movement to build 
homes at cost, gave out the follow- 
ing interview explaining the new 
plan: 

“We recognize fully the need, as 
so clearly stated by Forrest Adair, 
of cheaper and more dwellings. Fur- 


ther, we believe that there would 
be a greater number of building 
projects contemplated if there was 
some reason to believe that costs of 
construction were to be lower, 

“That a building boom at the 
present time would be a_ great 
blessing to all, worker, business 
man, real estate man, and others, 
and that it would have a tendency 
to stimulate other lines of work. 
For these reasons we are organiz- 
ing the contracting concern for the 
specific purpose of contracting for 
the erection of dwellings, buildings, 
or any other class of building work, 
same to be done at the lowest pos- 
sible cost and without profit to the 
contracting concern. We hold that 
our working instead of laying idle 
will be a sufficient profit. 


Men of Ability. 


| “The proposed contracting con- 


cern be headed by men who are 
known in the building trades and 
amongst builders and contractors 
as men of exceptional ability, hon- 
esty and integrity, which will be a 
guarantee of the class of work that 
can and will be performed by the 
ecneern. Others, that stand hig 
in their respective crafts as work 
men of ability, will be selected to 
act as an advisory council and ev- 
ery assurance will be given to the 
builder and the public that the con- 


cern will be composed of first-class 


workmen who will give a day's 
work for a day’s pay and that all 
shall be workers, no chair-warmers 
who will draw pay to be added to 
construction costs. ; 

“We are all law-abiding, God- 
fearing members of the communi- 
ty, and at all times we desire to 
discharge fully our duties and ac- 
cept our responsibilities as citizens, 
and therefore we believe that we 
can best serve the community by 
banding together for the purpose of 
erecting dwellings at as low a price 
as ossible in order to relieve a 
critical housin situation.” 

At a later date the proposition 
will be explained in a more de- 
tailed manner. ' 

The motive back of the organiza- 
tion of the contracting concern is, 
it is declared, the earnest desire on 
the part of the workers to render 
a public service to the community, 
and at the same time it is also a 
desire on their part to endeavor to 
rovide work for as many mem- 
ers of their crafts as it is possible 
by stimulating building through an 
offer to erect dwellings at cost, 
with no* hope or desire on their 
part to make profit, inasmuch as 
they believe that the securing of 
employment will be sufficient 
profits.

Conditions in the United States 
will not become normal until Eu- 
rope is again in a position to buy 
raw materials from this country, 
and this they are unable to do 
until credits can be arranged, The 
Federal International Banking 
company, organized at New Orleans 
the latter part of 1920, has begun 
operations, and its first transac- 
tion was the financing of 15,000 
bales of Mississippi cotton for ex- 
port. With this company and sim- 
ilar companies organizing in other 


districts it is expected that the fi- 
nancing for export should mate- 


rially improve the marketing of 
raw products. 


Agriculture. 
the handicap of unpaid 
debts which resulted from the 1920 
agricultural crops, preparation for 
the approaching season is already 
being made in the district. Approx- 
imately 60 per cent of the cotton 
produced in the sixth federal dis- 
trict is still held, and a large por- 
tion of it is pledged as collateral 
for loans on a basis considerably 
above the present low market price 
of the staple. The campaign for 
a reduction in cotton acreage is be- 
ing actively prosecuted. 

The market priee of cotton re- 
mained low through February, but 
has shown some improvement fol- 
lowing the census report on con- 
sumption during February, which 
shows a gain of about 30,000 bales 
over January, and that active spin- 
dles in the south were ahead of 
both last month and February of 
last year. It is reported that a 
number of offers for cotton at in- 
terior ports have been turned down. 

All indicationgs are that crops 
raised this season are to be the 
cheapest crops raised in a number 
of years. The amount of fertilizer 
purchased by farmers so far this 
season is stated to be not more 
than one-fourth of the amount usu- 
ally bought by this time of the year.

Georgia Corn. 

About 38,255,000 bushels of Geor- 
gia’s 1920 corn crop remained on 
the farms March 1, against 32,948,- 
000 bushels on the same date one 
ago. Approximately 85 per 
cent of the crop was marketable, 
compared with 83 per cent of the 
previous crop; and about 4 per cent 
or 3,260,000 bushels of last year’s 
crop was shipped out of the country 
where grown, compared with 2,796,- 
000 bushels of the 1919 crop. Many 
counties report a shortage of corn, 
and cossiderable quantities are be- 
to carry the farmers 
over to the next crop. Stocks of 
wheat on Georgia farms March 1 
amounted to 380,000 bushels, in 
comparison with 353,000 bushels a 
year ago, and stocks of oats 1,617.- 
000 bushels, against 972,000 bushels 
last year.

While the demand for money is 
reported as steady and in a few 
instances decreasing in Tennessee 
and the northern paits of Georgia and 
Alabama, preparation for the com- 
ing crop season is evidenced in the 
southern parts of Georgia and Alaba- 
maand Mississippi by some increase 
in the requests by farmers for ac- 
commodation. Very few farmers 
have been able to liquidate all of 
the debts contracted in connection 
with last year’s crops. Little cot- 
ton has been sold. Reports as to 
the amount of last year’s cotton 
crop still being held vary from 15 
per cent to as high as 95 per cent, 
and from reports it is very evident 
that at least 50 per cent or 60 
per cent of the crop has not been 
sold. Approximately half of the 
amount held is pledged as collateral 
for loans. 

Rates of interest are stationary 
at the legal rate in each state, with 
some few loans being made slightly 
under the legal rate where bDal- 
ances justify. 

The volume of loans in Georgia 
for February is reported smaller 
than for January, but much larger 
than for February, 1920. In Ala- 
bama February loans were about 
the same as for January, and slight- 
ly less than for February of last 
year. Reports from Mississippi 
vary, showing both larger and 
smaller volume than for Febraury, 
1920. Three reports from Tennes- 
see banks show smaller volume of 
loans than for February, 1920. 

Deposits in February are re- 
ported larger than January depos- 
its by all reporting banks except 
one, but less than those for Feb- 
ruary, 1920. Savings deposits are 
larger than for February, 1920, in 
every instance reported except one 
bank in south Georgia, where funds 
are being used in preparing for the 
coming crop season. 


Manufacturing. 

Conditions in the varied manu- 
facturing industries of the district 
have changed little during the 
month of February. Manufacturers 
of overalls and cotton hosiery in 
Tennessee, operating on part capac- 
ity, report some improvement, 
but their customers fear the low 
price of cotton will cause declines 
in their products, and are buying 
very closely. Slight improveme 
in cotton oil manufacturing is 
ported by one Alabama factory, 
while another company’s report 
shows the reverse. RPrices of their 
product have decreased 8 per cent 
to 10 per cent, compared with Jan- 
uar, prices, and 65 per cent to 75 
per cent, cOmpared with prices pre- 
vailing during February, 1920. but 
rvesent demand is very limited. 

Tennessee manufacturers of stoves 
and ranges report slight improve- 
ment, although operating at 40 per 
cent to 80 per cent capacity. Con- 
fectionery manufacturers in Georgia 
report steady operations, but upona 
reduced scale, with lower prices and 
wages than at the same time last 
year. Some improvement is noted 
in furniture manufacturfng in Ten- 
nessee, cost of materials and selling 
prices being about 20 per cent 
lower than last year, but operations 
are being carried on at half ca- 
pacity. 

Lumber and Building. 


Reports from lumber firms show 
some slight improvement in demand 
for lumber, although in the statis- 
tical repert of the Southern Pine 
association for the week ending 
March 4, orders are shown to be 
less than production and shipments 
forthat week. Orders from retail- 
ers still constitute the bulk of the 
business being done. 

While prices of lumber and other 
building materials are considerably 
lower than at this time last year, 
the cost of labor has not declined 
proportionately, and this is causing 
many projects to be held up indefi- 
nitely. Insome instances, however, 
building is being proceeded with. 
Several apartment houses are in 
course of construction in Atlanta. 
Figures showing building permits 
issued during February include an 
apartment in New Orleans to cost 
$400,000, and 61 residences, besides 
other items; for Pensacola, a school 
building to cost $272,000: for Jack- 
sonville, a viaduct to cost $290,000. 


Labor. ., 

Plentiful labor, both skilled and 
unskilled, is indicated in reports re- 
ceived from all parts of e sixth 
federal] reserve district. Manu fac- 
turers are receiving applications in 


.large numbers, in spite of the wage 


reductions which have taken place 
in almost all lines. Unemployment 
still exists to an appreciable degree 
in the cities and towns, especially 
where there are manufacturing 
plants, mines or other industries 
nearby which have closed down or 
are operating on greatly curtailed 
schedules. 
Retail Trade. 
A net average increase of 1.4 per 


cent is shown in February sales by 
twelve reporting department stores 
in the sixth federal reserve district, 
compared with sales by those stores 
during February, 1920. Decreases 
are shown at Atlanta and Nashville, 
but are offset by increases at the 
other reporting points. New Orleans 


is the only city which repdrts sales | 


larger in dollar volume during the 


period January 1 to February 28 
1921, than during the same period 
in 1920, the average for the district 
being a decrease of 4.7 per cent. 

Stocks of reporting department 
stores were an average of 13.6 per 
cent lower on February 28 this 
year than at the end of February, 
1920, but have increased 6.2 per 
cent over those on hand January 31, 
1921. The percentage of average 
stocks on hand at the end of Janu- 
ary and February to average 
monthly sales for the same period 
is 405.3, and the percentage of out- 
standing orders at the end of Feb- 
ruary to the total purchases during 
last year is 6.1 per cent.

DECLINES PREDOMINATE 
IN WHOLESALE LIST 


For the forty-sixt consecutive 
week, price declines predominate in 
Dun’s comprehensive wholesale list. 
While the yielding tendency was 
somewhat less marked than in the 
recent past, recessions numbered 62 
and advances 30. Last week, 77 out 
of a total of 101 revisions were 
downward, while a year ago there 
were four more increases than re- 
ductions, ) 

Another week of unsetWement in 
grain markets has largely reflected 
the opposing forces of further siz- 
able export sales and favorable crop 
advices. The latter have exerted 
the .greater influence, and wheat 
prices, after early improvement, 
yielded again. The other cereals 
moved in sympathy with wheat, but 
fluctuations covered a narrower 
range. In live meats, steadiness 
prevailed in beef and sheep, while 
hogs tended higher. Provisions 
were quiet, with prices of nearly all 
products comparatively little chang- 
ed. With active demand and moder- 
ate offerings of high-grade stock, 
choice butter turned sharply up- 
ward, but cheese was slightly easier, 
and egg prices broke again under 
pressure of heavy arrivals. 

In other commodities than food- 
stuffs, the price movements contin- 
ued mainly toward lower levels. Dis- 
tinctive features included a further 
extension of the fron and 
adjustments, with some onvig iron 
quotations down an additional $2 a 
ton. Certain of the minor metals, 
however, developed more steadiness, 
and reports were heard of a better 
demand for copper. The situation in 
cotton goods is still irregular, but a 
recovery in print cloths in response 
to freer buying may mark a definite 
turn for the better in that quarter. 
Lack of stability remains conspicu- 
ous in both hides and leather, with 
prices usually shaded from asking 
figures on any sizable business.
